Paris, July ll.—An agreement on 
the experts’ plan and the subject of 
reparations has been reached by Pre­ 
mier Edward Herrlott of France and 
Prime Minister MacDonald of Great 
Britain. 
The agreement is hailed here as a 
real move toward peace in Europe. 
Premier MacDonald made the most 
concessions, going far towards sur­ 
rendering his position that the ex­ 
perts report goes beyond the treaty 
of Versailles. . But he saved the pro­ 
posed inter-af^ed^Vonference 
which 
will be held July 16, as planned. 
One 
thing 
the premiers agreed 
upon heartily and that was to make 
a concerted effort to have the United 
Stites name an official member of 
the reparations commission, and that 
the supervising director of repara­ 
tions under the experts’ plan should 
be an American. 
The league of nations has been offi­ 
cially informed by tho United States 
government that it can not adhere to 
the draft of the treaty of mutual as­ 
sistance which the fourth assembly 
of the league voted should be circu­ 
lated among all the governments with 
the request for expression of their 
view*. 
Holding that the fundamental prin­ 
ciple of the treaty is to provide guar­ 
antees of mutual assistance and to 
establish the competency of the coun­ 
cil of the league with respect to any 
decisions 
contemplated, the United 
States government says that in view 
of the United States constitution and 
of the fact that America is not a 
member of the league, the United 
States would find it impossible to 
give its adherence to tho treaty. 
The communication from Washing­ 
ton adds that the United States gov­ 
ernment has not failed to note that 
under article 17 of the treaty any 
! s ta te may give its partial adherence 
provided it is prepared to reduce its 
armaments in conformity with the 
treaty, but it thinks that it would not 
serve any useful propose to consider 
the question of conditional or partial 
adherence when the conditions im­ 
posed “would of necessity 
be of 
such a character as to deprive ad­ 
herence of any substantial offer.

Youth Walks to Death With Smile After 


HOW IMPROVING! ^ / forts to Obtain Clemency All Fail 


New York, July l l —The condition 
of Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of I.abo!1 is im­ 
proved, his secretary a trounced to­ 
day from the Hotel Shellnirne, Coney 
Island, where the 71 year old labor 
leader has been under treatment for 
a nervous breakdown. 
Gompers was brought to the hotel 
from a New York hospital. It was re­ 
ported that the veteran labor chief 
was seriously ill. 


Valley Field, Que., July ll.—With 
a smile on his lips and with the de­ 
claration to his motlier that.he “had 
made peace with his Maker,” Walter 
Muir, 21 year old student of New 
York, went to tile gallows and was 
hanged at 8:35 o'clock this morning. 
Shortly before he died, he assured 
his mother, in a pathetic farewell in 
the Valley Field jail that he “would 
pray for her always.” 
Muir was hanged for the slaying of 
Henry LaViollette, whom he killed 
during a drunken brawl last Septem­ 
ber. 
Muir said he was trying to pro­ 
tect a cripple when he shot LaViol­ 
lette. 
There had been a pathetic scene be­ 
tween mother and son a short time 
before the boy went to his death. For 
weeks the mother, Mrs. May T. Muir, 
i little widowed New York dress- 


Muir, during the two hour wait be­ 
tween the time he bade his mother 
farewell 
and 
the 
hour 
when 
the 
“death march” began, walked quietly 
up and down his cell. When they came 
to tile cell, he said he was “ready.” 
He walked to the gallows with a 
firm step, holding his heat! high. To 
the end, lie displayed the same forti­ 
tude that had marked his last few 
days in jail. 
The march to the gallows began at 
8 : 15. 
Muir walked with firm step and 
the cap was adjusted at 8:21, 
Confusion attended the hanging it­ 
self aud it was not until 8:35 that 
Muir was cut down aud pronounced 
dead. 
There were reports immediately af­ 
ter the execution that an official in­ 
vestigation would be made.

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THE GIFT OF LETTER WRITING 


I am going to quote for you, at first, the goodly part of a 
letter that came to me, recently, from a woman in the Middle 
West. 
A letter from a woman who is no longer young—a letter 
from a woman whose name will never be written in the hall of 
fame. 
But the letter of a woman who has helped many people in 
a very wonderful way. Who has helped because she possesses that 
rare gift—the gift of writing a splendid letter! 
“When I was a very s»nall girl,” she says, in the beginning 
of her letter, “some one told me that the first time my father ever 
saw me, after I was born, he took my tiny right hand in his, fond 
led it lovingly, and said: ‘She will be a good writer, some day! 
He did not explain just what he meant—whether he thought that 
I would be a good composer or a good penman. 
“My father’s early death left me, as a baby, to be cared for 
by my dear grandfather—who tried to develop my father’s proph­ 
ecy by providing me with the means of writing. My grandfather 
often told me that one of the great trials of his own life had been 
that he could not write well enough to compose letters—and he 
was exceedingly fond of letters. He always made it a point to 
provide me with nice stationery and to pay the postage on any 
letters that. I would write. In the yesterday stationary and post­ 
age were much more of an item than they are now'! My grand­ 
father’s interest put me in the way of letter writing at a very early 
date and age—and now I can look back upon about seventy-two 
years of letter writing. 
I can not say how' many little sermons 
I have written—I can not tell you how many times I have closed 
a letter with a short prayer!” 
“There has always been a great demand for my help in let­ 
ter w’riting. 
Especially during the Civil War was I called upon 
to write. 
At that time there wrere many persons of limited' edu­ 
cation—folks w'ho could not even put words together. Poor, fright­ 
ened mothers would come to me with an envelope and a single 
sheet of paper and ask me, quite tearfully, to write a note to their 
son Jimmy, or John, or Frank. Often they would offer to pay me, 
for w'riting. They would explain, so pitifully, that they had never 
attended school—and they would show me their poor hands, grown 
hard with toil. 
I am glad to say that! I wrote every letter that 
I was ever asked to write. I am glad to tell you that I never re­ 
fused to pen a note for some one else. They would ask me to write 
such homey letters—every little detail must go into them; the 
sort of things they would have talked of. Often I had to break 
the news of illness—and of death. Often I had the joy of reading 
that some loved one w’as on his way home. 
“A note came to me, a few days ago, from a woman in Cali­ 
fornia—telling me that she had found some of my old letters in a 
file that had long been locked away. Thev were letters that I had 
written and sent to England more than naif a century ago. Post­ 
age, then, w'as twenty-five cents the letter.! It made me happy to 
feel that something I had written had seemed w’orth keeping for 
so long a time. 
“I still write letters. Some to friends. 
Many to strangers. I 
love to w'rite, as I always have loved it. And, in closing this letter 
to you, I want to ask you to encourage other folk to do as I have 
done. 
To write letters—and then more letters! For a letter can 
bring comfort and cheer and happiness wit hit. It can do great 
good. 
It can lighten burdens and cement friendships! 
There are a number of my pen-and-ink friends who give of 
themselves by the writing of letters. I call to mind one dear lady 
wTho began to w'rite letters to lonely people because she, too, was 
lonely. 
Because death had taken a loved one from her side and 
his going had left her with an emptiness of heart and a great deal 
of spare time. Her letters have helped many people over the hard 
spots in the road—have guided them through the dark places 
in safety. 
In my times of sadness and sorrow the letters of my friends— 
the friends that I know and the pen-and-ink friends— have seem­ 
ed very wonderful to me. 
They have been like a shining light. 
Some of fhem have seemed as w'arm, as near, the spoken w'ords 
of kind neighbors. 
Some of them have given me strength and 
courage. 
Some of them have enabled me to look ahead. 
A letter seems a little thing, indeed. 
Just words written in 
long slim lines across a sheet of paper. But every letter, no mat­ 
ter how' brief it may be, echoes the throb of some kindly heart. 
It is the heart of the letter, and the soul of the letter, that counts. 
That makes the letter priceless and worthwhile! 
The woman fro mthe Middle West has given much of her life 
and effort to the w riting of letters. She tells me that for seventy- 
two years she has written letters to friend and stranger alike. 
And now-, looking back over the years, she feels that the effort 
has not been wasted. 
And I, passing her letter on to you, agree 
with her. 
Her kindness is enshrined in many of the secret places of the 
world. 
And now she— an old woman—sends a word of advice, 
from her loving heart—to all of us. 
“Write letters,” she says, “and then-—more letters!”-—By

WHEAT SCAB SERIOUS 
The most serious trouble Greene 
[County farmers have experienced with 
.’heat this year, according to County 
Agent Ford S. Prince, is with wheat 
scab, which has made serious inroads 
into the crop. 
W heat scab is a fungus disease 
which attacks the head of the wheat 
utter the grain starts to form and 
causes the head to die. The am ount 
of the disease discovered in 1924, in 
Greene County fields is variable and 
from two to twenty per cent of the 
heads have been found infected. 
The 
disease, 
according 
to 
Mr. 
Prince is the same as corn root rot 
w hich has been in the corn fields lo­ 
cally for a number of years. Since the 
disease starts in the soil it is difficult 
to control. 
It reaches further stages 
fsome years than others, and is worse 
in cold and wet w eather as has been 
experienced the past season. The re­ 
cent rains and cool 
w eather have 
been ideal for the development of the 
disease. The only remedies which are 
known to help in the control of the 
disease are the use of the fanning 
mill to fan out all the diseased grains 
and 
formaldehyde 
which 
kills 
the 
seal) spores outside the wheat kernal.
